NE of the real p roblems about 
headache is, what aches? There 
are many structures in the head, 
many nerves, many different mecha­ 
nisms. 
The brain itself is entirely 
insensitive to p ain, but the covering 
of the brain, the dura mater. Is sen­ 
sitive to p ain and esp ecially when it 
is stretched. Inasmuch as it is con­ 
fined in a solid bony box and in the 
center of the brain there it a lake 
or, rather, river of fluid which may 
be under tension, or under varj'lrg 
tensions, It Is p as.slble that in one 
form of headache the p ressure of thi.<< 
fluid stretches the dura mater and 


causes the p ain. In this case It Is one 
of those bursting kind of headaches, 
and the p atient really feels what is 
actually hap p ening—that the brain 
covering is under p ressure. 
Then another thing that can hap ­ 
p en to make the head ache is con­ 
cerned with the sinuses of the nose. 
Nature, in order to make the skull 
light, de.signed a series of air cavi­ 
ties. If the skull were .solid bone, it 
would require a great deal more mus­ 
cular effort than we now use to carry 
It around. These atr cavities lighten 
it. 
The.v also have to do with the 
re.sonance of the voice. 
They are 
called “sinuses.” 
Each one 1« lined 
with mucous membrane, which has 
a ¡secretion, and each one has an 
op ening Into the cavity of the nose. 
When these op enings close up , the 
eecretion goes on and tension natu­ 
rally results. 
This occurs rarely In 
sinus disease, however. 
The head is also fiUed with nerves 
of sensation, which go over the scalp 
and Into the skin of the face, and 
Into the bony structure. 
These are 
subject to neuritis, neuralgia and fa­ 
tigue. and whin affected In this way 
begin to ache, resulting in another 
form of headache.

Is the H ousing for Public U se? 


The su preme cou rt's agreemen t y esterday to 
pass u pon the au thority of the gov ern men t to 
con demn lan d for low cost hou sin g an d slu m 
clearan ce len gthen s the list of n ew deal pro­ 
posals that shortly will be brou ght to a fin al 
test. An adv erse decision on the hou sin g qu es­ 
tion wou ld be of less gen eral con sequ en ce than 
su ch an opin ion on the AAA. the TV A, the 
labor act ai d others scon to be passed u pon . 
Yet it wou ld be a han dicap to the progress of 
an en terprise that is especially fav ored by Mr. 
Ickes of the PWA an d of projects already 
started in v ariou s cities. 
At the heart of the case is this qu estion : 
Are these hou sin g projects for pu blic u se? 
A 
federal district cou rt at Lou isv ille has said 
“n o,” an d the circu it cou rt of appeals at Cin ­ 
cin n ati has su stain ed that an swer. In sev eral 
other in stan ces, howev er, the lower cou rts hav e 
held that the con demn ation of lan d for su ch 
hou sin g was, in effect, for pu blic u se. 
The specific con stitu tion al poin t at issu e is 
the prov ision in the fifth amen dmen t readin g 
“n or shall priv ate property be taken for pu blic 
u se withou t ju st compen sation .” Also in v olv ed 
is the au thority of the gov ern men t to spen d 
tax mon ey for “gen eral welfare” pu rposes, the 
ex act limitation of which the high cou rt has 
n ot so far determin ed. The “gen eral welfare" 
issu e also is at the cen ter of the processin g tax 
case. 
As to the hou sin g projects, Secretary Ickes 
has stated that they cou ld be carried forward 
withou t ex ercise of con demn ation , bu t that it 
wou ld be a difficu lt matter. In each in stan ce, 
it wou ld be n ecessary to obtain the con sen t of 
all property own ers in the project area to sale 
of their holdin gs. 
That procedu re is possible 
throu gh skillfu l n egotiation , as has been shown 
sev eral times recen tly with pu blic con stru ction 
u n dertakin gs in Kan sas City . 
Bu t it reason ­ 
ably might be harder with the federal hou sin g 
projects, becau se of differen ces of opin ion as to 
their n ecessity an d v alu e. 


M osley Adm its Defeat. 


Sir Oswald Mosley ’s n ame has broken briefly 
in to the in tern ation al n ews again as a resu lt of 
the an n ou n cemen t that his British Fascist 
party will offer n o can didates at the forthcom­ 
in g gen eral election in Great Britain . In v iew 
of the fact that Sir Oswald av owldly has based 
his whole mov emen t u pon the Italian model, 
it is n ot su rprisin g that he shou ld hesitate to 
try his lu ck with the v oters at a time when 
Italy , in gen eral, an d Premier Ben ito Mu sso­ 
lin i, in particu lar, are ex ceedin gly u n popu lar 
in Britain . The British Black Shirts, howev er, 
had largely disappeared from the n ews lon g be- 
lore relation s between the two cou n tries be­ 
came strain ed. 
The Fascist mov emen t in Great Britain seems 
to hav e reached the peak of its stren gth in the 
early su mmer of 19 34. Ev en then , despite the 
pu blicity gain ed by its theatrical n ov elty , the 
party probably had v ery little real popu lar su p­ 
port. Bu t the bru tality shown by some of the 
y ou n g Fascists at a meetin g in Lon don ou t­ 
raged pu blic opin ion an d the “blood pu rge" in 
German y shortly thereafter, which led the 
ju diciou s Lon don Times to speak of a gov ern ­ 
men t by gan gster methods, greatly damaged Sir 
Oswald's cau se. It appears n ev er to hav e re­ 
cov ered from these blows. 
The an n ou n cemen t that the Fascists will 
take n o part in the election is an open con fes­ 
sion that the mov emen t for a dictatorship has 
made n o headway in Great Britain . 
In deed, 
the policies an d achiev emen ts of the dictators 
of modern Eu rope, whether Fascist, Nazi or 
Commu n ist, arc scarcely calcu lated to in spire 
en thu siasm amon g liberty -lov in g people, n or do 
they make matters an y easier for their wou ld- 
be imitators elsewhere. 


Property Defined. 


Christopher Biliopp, writin g in the Baltimore 
Su n , asks in all seriou sn ess what “property ” 
really is. Chris can ’t fool u s; we kn ow. Prop­ 
erty is somethin g for which y ou labor all y ou r 
life, for which y ou fight in back y ards an d 
in the cou rts; somethin g which y ou doctor an d 
repair, on ce y ou get it; somethin g on which 
y ou pay in su ran ce premiu ms an d tax es; some­ 
thin g y ou gu ard again st fire, water an d ban ­ 
dits; somethin g y ou treasu re a few short y ears, 
then giv e to someon e else to worry abou t or 
throw away . That's property , Mr. Biliopp. 


Off-Year for the W ild Fowl. 


If y ou hav e a tear to shed, don 't w:aste it 
u pon Mu ssolin i's hosts or those of Haile Se­ 
lassie, bu t let it go for the poor wild fowl of 
America, particu larly for those ty pes requ irin g 
water for their fu ll en joy men t of the more 
abu n dan t life. 
Cold weather an d formin g ice are driv in g 
fhem from their n orthern hau n ts. State an d 
federal gov ern men ts hav e allowed men to arm 
themselv es with firearms an d hide themselv es 
wherev er there is a sheet of open water from the 
Can adian border to the swamp lan ds of the 
'Sou th to blaze away at the birds as they at­ 
tempt to alight. 
The Great Salt Lake has become so salty that 
cry stals form on the feathers of the fowl there 
an d prev en t fu rther flight. 
They grow tired 
dodgin g shotgu n s an d alight on the Niagara 
Liv er abov e the falls, an d the ru shin g torren t 
carries them to the brin k. Then they arise an d 
fly back u pstream to be drawn again to the lip 
of the fails immediately . Thou san ds of them 


were there Mon day an d game warden s figu red 
It merely was a m atter of time u n til they ex ­ 
hau sted themselv es an d wen t ov er the cataract. 
Crops were poor In most of the area ov er 
which the birds pass n ormally in their flight 
to the Sou th an d ev en if they had been good 
the fowl wou ld su spect there was a man an d 
a shotgu n behin d ev ery corn shock. 
They fly 
sou th in the au tu mn an d n orth in the sprin g, 
brav in g the perils of air, lan d an d water; an d 
if they do n ot fin ally go the way of the pas­ 
sen ger pigeon It will be becau se they hav e de­ 
v eloped psy chic powers far bey on d an y thin g 
Au du bon su spected. 


Grace and H o ly Trinity. 


The citizen s of this commu n ity , irrespectiv e 
of religiou s creed, will share the satisfaction felt 
by Episcopalian s throu ghou t the diocese of 
West Missou ri ov er the dedicatory ex ercises 
n ow in progress which will formally con v ert 
Grace an d Holy Trin ity chu rch in to an edifice 
of cathedral ran k. 
Grace an d Holy Trin ity , 
represen tin g a combin ation of two parishes, has 
lon g been on e, of the n otable chu rches of Kan ­ 
sas City . An d it is particu larly w*Il adapted to 
serv e as the first cathedral of the y ou n ger of 
the two Missou ri dioceses. 
Not on ly is the bu ildin g architectu rally fitted 
for its larger pu rpose, bu t it brin gs with it what 
a n ew' stru ctu re cou ld n ot con tribu te to su ch 
an en terprise—the wealth of tradition an d as­ 
sociation . To the adv an tage which the diocese 
wou ld hav e deriv ed in an y case from the pos­ 
session of a cathedral chu rch, therefore, is 
added the special v alu e of the beau ty an d spir­ 
itu al dign ity tha t attaches to the n ame of 
Grace an d Holy Trin ity . 


The P ublic and Its Health. 


In citin g the fact that the wage earn er loss 
from sickn ess in this cou n try is 2’i million 
workin g day s a y ear an d that the correspon d­ 
in g loss for school children is l 1.* million day s, 
a speaker at the San Fran cisco meetin g of the 
American College of Su rgeon s asks, “Whose 
fau lt Is it?” The an swer giv en by this member 
of the medical profession throws the respon si­ 
bility u pon the pu blic, which fails to co-operate 
properly in health mov emen ts; an d there Is 
particu lar referen ce to people w)io refu se to be 
v accin ated again st smallpox an d ty phoid an d 
to take the n ecessary an d effectiv e precau tion s 
again st v ariou s diseases. 
The n u mber of people who assu me su ch an 
attitu de of opposition , howev er, is relativ ely 
small, althou gh a rather gen eral relu ctan ce to 
act promptly in m atters of health mu st be ad­ 
mitted. 
No dou bt, the av erage person is in ­ 
clin ed to postpon e prev en tiv e action u n til the 
progress of disease—can cer, for ex ample—is 
dan gerou sly adv an ced. T hat goes for the In ­ 
div idu al. Yet when it comes to pu blic health, 
it is a pu blic m atter, at on ce ev ery body ’s an d 
n obody ’s bu sin ess an d respon sibility . 
Leader­ 
ship is left to the pu blic au thorities an d to 
members of the medical profession . 
Already there has been a measu rable popu ­ 
lar respon se to that leadership, as shown by 
the gen eral bettermen t in len gthen in g the 
av erage life span an d in the con trol or v irtu al 
con qu est of n u merou s diseases, particu larly 
those affectin g childhood an d y ou th. 
With 
su ch a begin n in g, con tin u ed progress Is as­ 
su red. Bu t it is a twofold respon sibility , to be 
shared alike by the “pu blic” an d by health 
au thorities.

kin d, for on its bosom he u su ally tossed sea­ 
sick an d fev erish, y et withal who was the pos­ 
sessor of an in domitable sou l whose watchword 
was du ty an d whose ambition was to make his 
cou n try “mistress of the seas.” It was an am ­ 
bition that he died to achiev e, leav in g the n ame 
an d fame of Horatio Nelson lin ked with En g­ 
lan d’s greatest tradition s of sea power. “Nelson 
an d Trafalgar,” an d the word that was passed 
alon g the lin e in that epochal battle, “En glan d 
ex pects ev ery man to do his du ty ,” hav e been 
slogan s of in spiration , on lan d an d on sea, for 
a hu n dred y ears an d more. 
Nelson was the 
in carn ation of sea glory an d sea power. 
He 
was also a man “all too hu m an ” whose fau lts 
were the con comitan ts of su ch gran diose con ­ 
ception s that the world has almost metam or­ 
phosed them in to v irtu es. He had large v an i­ 
ties an d he lov ed well bu t n ot wisely —bu t who 
n otes the shadows in a shin in g orb? 
Recen tly New York Jou rn alists were thrilled 
by the discov ery of a wan derin g grou p of Nel­ 
son 's letters that fin ally fou n d lodgmen t in the 
shop of a New York dealer in au tographs an d 
man u scripts. 
Valu able 
as 
an y 
docu men t 
pen n ed by Nelson wou ld be, there is n othin g 
v ery remarkable in the discov ery of Nelson 
letters—an y where. He was on e of the world’s 
greatest letter writers—y et he was n ot a lit­ 
erary man In an y sen se of the word. Nelson 's 
n eed for ex pression was a con gen ital on e. He 
had to fight, he had to write. 
Volu mes hav e 
been filled with his correspon den ce with his 
frien ds, his lov ed on es, with kin gs an d qu een s 
an d lords of the admiralty , with an y on e to 
whom he cou ld pou r ou t his sou l. 
He was a 
man of large sy mpathies who crav ed sy mpathy , 
a man who lov ed mu ch an d deman ded lov e, 
who fou ght gloriou sly an d ex pected recogn ition 
of his glory . 
In the man y thou san ds of letters that bear 
his n ame—written , n ot by secretaries, bu t in 
his own han d, most of them —he has rev ealed 
himself with the fran kn ess an d often the n a-

iv ete of an etern al boy . 
His simplicity , his 
v an ity , his eagern ess for praise an d recogn i­ 
tion were the foibles—perhaps the essen tial 
marks of a great sou l that had to stru ggle for 
ex pression throu gh a frail phy sical en v iron ­ 
men t. 
AS HE rOUCHT, 1IE WROTE. 
It was in his mu ltifariou s letters that Nelson 
wrote his own biography —his own psy chograph. 
Not that he con sciou sly in ten ded an y su ch 
docu men tary ev iden ces of a life that was to be 
written largely on the pages of his cou n try ’s 
history . W hat he wrote he w'rote impu lsiv ely , 
dramatically , hon estly from the depths of his 
sou l, whether in letters to his frien ds, official 


reports, orders to his comman ders, domestic 
letters to his wife, or the lov e letters to the on e 
woman who, after man y , came to ru le his life 
an d perhaps “in his ow'n fashion ,” rou n d ou t 
his destin y . 
Stran ge as It may seem, there was somethin g 
of the woman in thin man who became the 
greatest of Britain ’s sea fighters. 
He was as 
gen tle as a woman to the men u n der his com­ 
m an d—they were “his children .” 
He cou rted 
sy mpathy —the tou ch of a lov in g han d—in his 
periods of illn ess. 
He wan ted praise for his 
great action s an d was moody when it was n ot 
gran ted. He wan ted lov e an d took it where he 
fou n d it in spite of the world's opin ion . 
All 
these phases of his n atu re his letters rev eal— 
with the addition of on e great thin g more—his 
su blime faith in a religion of his own that pu t 
his tru st u n der all circu mstan ces in a su preme 
ru ler of the u n iv erse who gu ided the affairs of 
men with mercy an d u n derstan din g. 
Napoleon n ev er believ ed in his star more than 
Nelson believ ed in his own destin y . He kn ew 
bu t little of life that was n ot associated with 
the sea. 
Of Nelson ’s forty -sev en y ears fu lly 
thirty were spen t on the ocean wav es. A frail, 
delicate, sen sitiv e boy , with little more than 
a common school edu cation , we fin d him, at 12 
y ears of age, en tered on a man -of-war, u n der 
his u n cle, Capt. Mau rice Su cklin g of the “Rai- 
son n able,” a v essel man n ed, with the ex ception 
of officers, from the dregs of the seaports. 
Here, a lon ely boy , witn essin g daily the in hu ­ 
man ities tha t were the order of the sea life 
of that early day , he learn ed the qu ality of 
mercy . 
He pray ed for it, he wrote in later 
y ears, an d daily pray er became a habit of his 
life, with a primitiv e faith that n ev er deserted 
him in his darkest hou rs. The horrors of life 
aboard ship san k deep in to his sen sitiv e sou l 
an d he thou ght of aban don in g it forev er. Bu t 
a trip to the West In dies on a m erchan t ship 
chan ged his ideas an d gav e him a n ew ex peri­ 
en ce. A few y ears later—he was n ot y et 15— 
his u n cle, then captain of the “Triu mph,” pu t 
him in charge of the cu tter an d lifeboat—his 
first “comman d.” “Thu s by degrees,” he wrote 
in lon g later y ears, “I became a good pilot, for 
v essels of that description , from Chatham to 
the Tower of Lon don , down the Swin , an d to 
the North Forelan d, an d con fiden t of my self 
amon gst rocks an d san ds which has man y times 
sin ce been of the greatest comfort to me,” At 
16 he was in the Arctic seas, a midshipman on 
the “Carcass." 
Then a lon g trip to the East 
In dies in a warship, retu rn in g home to be ap­ 
poin ted lieu ten an t of the “Worcester,” a “6 4,” 
his fav orite n u mber, which took him on his first 
v oy age to G ibraltar, 
He was n ow 18. 
Time 
an d again before he reached a place of com­ 
m an d he was in v alided home. 
At 21, a late 
biographer, A. Corbett-Smith, drew this v erbal 
pictu re of him from con temporary sou rces: 


“ AN ODD, QUAINT LITTLE MAN.**» 


“He was below mediu m height, a frail figu re, 
with the stamp of fev er an d su fferin g fretted 
u pon his featu res. His hair, worn a little lon g, 
is lan k an d in disorder. His dress is rou gh an d 
carelessly worn , old-fashion ed for the time. He 
has a rou gh an d rather bru squ e m an n er which 
smacks more of the lower than the qu arter 
deck. His speech is v ery reserv ed, ex cept u pon 
m atters of his profession , or u pon the some­ 
what rare occasion s when he has a min d to 
please. An odd, qu ain t little man , on e to arou se 
compassion tha t it shou ld be con cern ed with 
su ch a life.” 
Bu t these were the begin n in g y ears. On the 
ill-fated ex pedition again st Spain on the Sou th 
American coast at San Ju an , Nelson n early died 
of dy sen tery an d ju n gle fev er—n u rsed back to 
health by Lady Parker. Bu t ev en in this cam­ 
paign , den ou n ced as on e of the most sen seless 
ev er u n dertaken by the British gov ern men t, 
Nelson made his mark. “He was the first on 
ev ery serv ice,” wrote home the comman der of 
the * ex pedition , “whether by day or n ight. 
There was n ot a gu n fired that was n ot poin ted 
by him or Captain EJespard.” An d here we en ­ 
cou n ter a letter of Nelson ’s that tu rn s the v ain 
side of him towards u s: “I made batteries an d 
afterwards fou ght them an d I was the main 
cau se of ou r su ccess’’—a statem en t that was 
probably tru e if the word “su ccess” was at all 
applicable to the San Ju an mu ddle. 
At 22 he was cr.ptain of the Albemarle, a 
frigate, which cru ised alon g the North Ameri­ 
can coasts, retu rn in g by way of the West In dies, 
where he met Admiral Hood an d was presen ted 
by him to the fu tu re William IV of En glan d. 
“He was the merest boy of a captain I ev er 
beheld,” said the prin ce afterward, “bu t there 
was somethin g irresistibly pleasin g In his ad­ 
dress an d con v ersation , an d an en thu siasm that 
showed he was n o common bein g.” From this 


. . . 
. 
broke ou t with rev olu tion ary Fran ce, Nelson 
was placed in comman d of the “Agamemn on ,” 
an other “6 4,” an d here began his activ e career 
as comman der of a warship. 
From this date. 179 3, when he was made cap­ 
tain of the "Agamemn on ,” for sev en y ears he 
was in activ e serv ice, performin g feats of sea­ 
man ship an d n av al warfare that made him the 
“observ ed of all observ ers.” 
W hether su ccess­ 
fu l or u n su ccessfu l, he was alway s darin g, origi­ 
n al in his methods, takin g ev ery chan ce of v ic­ 
tory that was offered. At San ta Cru z de Ten e- 
riffe, he lost his arm in an u n su ccessfu l a t­ 
tack. an d was in v alided home again for n in e 
mon ths. 
In a former battle he had lost an 
ey e. 
Retu rn in g to his comman d, he serv ed 
u n til 1800, as captain or commodore, u n der 
three differen t comman ders in chief of the 
M editerran ean n av y —serv ed in su ch a way that 
the say in g became cu rren t that “n o m atter 
who was in comman d. Nelson was alway s the 
commodore in a fight.” He became n oted for 
ign orin g orders when v ictory was in sight. His 
v ictory of the Nile again st the fleet of Napo­ 
leon , Au gu st 1, 179 8, in which he was again 
wou n ded, placed him in the foremost ran k of 
n av al comman ders an d made him a n ation al 
hero. 


TH& REVEALING STREAMS OF LETTERS. 


Mean while the stream of Nelson letters flowed 
on ~ rather formal letters to his wife, reportin g 
his su ccesses, complain in g of his health, as­ 
su rin g her of his dev otion , bu t seldom of his 
lov e, letters to his frien ds, to the n av al of­ 
ficials, letters complain in g of the lack of rec­ 
ogn ition of his great serv ices, an d v ery soon 
after the battle of the Nile began the passion ­ 
ate letters to Lady Hamilton , the dream lov e 
of his life—a lov e that his frien ds deplored bu t 
the world forgav e. It was on e of the stran gest 
lov e a ffails in the an n als of the cou rts of 
Aphrodite. A frien d to the en d of the hu sban d, 
Sir William Hamilton , Nelson made n o secret 
of his lov e for Ham ilton ’s wife, n or did the 
complaisan t hu sban d ev er pu t a bar in the way 
of the lov ers. A child was born to Lady Hamil­ 
ton an d Nelson . 
It was abou t this time that 
Nelson wrote on e of his “jealou s” letters to her 
—a letter that rev eals the stran ge relation ships 
tha t ex isted between the hu sban d, the wife an d 
the hero lov er. 
It was a letter of protest 
again st a v isit to Lady Hamilton of the prin ce 
of Wales: 
“I own I won der that Sir William Hamilton 
shou ld hav e a wish for the prin ce of Wales to 
come u n der y ou r roof,” Nelson wrote. 
“No 
good can come of it, bu t ev ery harm .” An d the 
remain der of the letter makes plain ju st why 
the jealou s Nelson was u n willin g to hav e a 
Lothario of the stripe of the gay prin ce re­ 
ceiv ed as a gu est in Lady H am ilton ’s abode. 
Bu t this famou s lov e story has lon g been 
fam iliar to the world. 
It was n ev er, in the 
words of By ron , “a thin g apart” in Nelson ’s 
life. 
It en du red to the en d. Side by side he 
an d Lady Nelson stood by the bedside of Sir 
William, whose silen t forgiv en ess was read in 
his dy in g ey es. In thou san ds of letters Nelson 
attested the depths of his passion from that 
time on u n til he fell for the last time on the 
deck of his flagship at Trafalgar. 
In on e letter, written to a frien d when , at 
the zen ith of his fame, he was irked by criti­ 
cism of his con du ct both in war an d in lov e, 
he asserted his in depen den ce of ju dgm en t an d 
his defian ce of pu blic opin ion in a particu larly 
characteristic letter: 
“I am en tirely respon sible to my kin g an d 
cou n try for the whole of my con du ct,” he wrote. 
“I hav e con su lted n o man , therefore the whole 
blame of Ign oran ce in formin g my ju dgmen t 
mu st rest with me. I wou ld allow n o m an to 
take from me an atom of my glory , n or do I 
desire an y m an to partake an y of the respon si­ 
bility -all is min e, right or wron g.” 


THE GREAT INDIVIDUALIST. 


In these lin es he wrote a portrait of Nelson , 
the m an —the key n ote of his life. 
On e other 
color m ight be added to the pictu re—his reli­ 
an ce at all critical times u pon the on ly great 
comman der to whom he wholly y ielded his 
faith, his hopes an d his ju dgm en t—the God of 
his fathers. It was to an ov erru lin g deity that 
he attribu ted his v ictories. 
When a storm 
wrecked his ship, the Van gu ard, ju st as he was 
gettin g ready for action , he wrote to his wife: 
“I firmly believ e that it was the Almighty ’s 
goodn ess, to check my con su mmate v an ity . 
I 
kiss with all hu mility the rod.” After the battle 
of the Nile, he wrote to all the captain s of the 
squ adron : 
“Almighty God hav in g blessed his 
majesty ’s arm s with v ictory , the adm iral in ­ 
ten ds retu rn in g pu blic than ksgiv in g for the 
same at 2 o’clock this day an d he recommen ds 
ev ery ship doin g the same as soon as con ­ 
v en ien t.” 
In his last great battle at Trafalgar Nelson 
achiev ed the highest peak of his career an d a 
hero’s death—the death that he had cou rted in 
man y a battle—the death that he almost an tici­ 
pated in that battle, in which he ex posed him ­ 
self u n du ly an d with all his decoration s dis­ 
play ed on his u n iform, a shin in g mark for the 
en emy sharpshooters. It was on e of the great­ 
est battles in n av al history an d on e of the most 
decisiv e—it swept Napoleon from the seas an d 
left Britain the mistress of the M editerran ean . 
It established a tradition of glory an d heroism 
that has almost san ctified Horatio Nelson In 
British history . 
The battle was fou ght Oc­ 
tober 21, 1805. It has been celebrated in pain t­ 
in gs. in poetry , in stirrin g historic prose. The 
world is familiar with its details. Nelson was 
in su preme Comman d of the British fleet, with 
twen ty -sev en ships at his disposal. Opposed to 
him was the Fren ch Commodore Villen eu v e, 
' with thirty -three Fren ch an d Span ish ships. 
They fou ght at close qu arters an d the Fren ch 
fleet was almost wholly destroy ed or captu red. 
Nelson , In the hou r of v ictory , was stricken 
down by a sharpshooter’s bu llet which pen e­ 
trated his spin e—bu t “death was swallowed u p 
In v ictory .” 
The few words that Nelson u ttered after he 
receiv ed his death blow shin e on the pages of 
battle like twin stars—they rev eal, in brief, the 
whole secret of the m an ’s life. To Hardy , his 
flagship captain , he disclosed the woman ly side 
of him—“Kiss me. Hardy ,” he said to the rou gh 
old tar. To his cou n try he left this message: 
“I am satisfied—I hav e don e my du ty .”
